General Garfleld managed to get the consent of 


the House to-day to have to-morrow and Wednesday 
set apart for the discussion of his bill to provide ad- 
ditional banking facilities. A large number of mem- 
bers have signified then: intention to speafc upon this 
bill and the debate promises to be be lively, schenct 
will move on Wednesday to strike out the third, 
fourth anfl fifth sections or GarQeld's bill, which re- 
late to funding the debt, providing for tne issuing of 
a four and a half per cent bond. The vote on this 
will be a test as to whether the House proposes to 
ad opt the Funding bill reported to-day by General 
Schenck from the Ways ana Means or the one from 
the Banking and Currency Committee.

OH»c Cuban Question Before Hie House. 


As I predicted in my despatch yesterday the Cuban 


question came np to-day in the House of Representa- 
tives. General Banks walked up to the scratch at 
last, but hardly asked for enough, considering the 
accommodating temper in which the House hap- 
pened to be at the time. He contented himself 
with simply requesting the House to appoint to-mor- 
row week as a day upon which the subject of Cuba 
would be considered and though Logan in

Etage whisper suggested, 
"Why not to-morrow, 


Banks ?" and though the House would certamry 
quite as readily have granted the one day as the 
other, the chairman of the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee heeded not the hint, and stuck to his 
own original proposition. The request was granted 
by an overwhelming majority only Farnsworth and a 
few others making an opposition, Farnswortlnnul- 
tering about not believing in letting "Cuba interfere 
with the business or this country." After BanKs 
succeeded in carrying his object, he took occasion to 
refer to the premature publication of ma report in

Unfavorable Rumors Concerning tl>e St. Do-

Tor some time past there have been rumors in cir- 


culation to the effect that an investigation would be 
Eet on foot by the Senate concerning the manner in 
which the St. Domingo treaty was negotiated and 
other matters connected therewith. Senator Suui- 
uer stated to your correspondent some time ago 
that Senators had advised him to move, as the chair- 
man of the Committee on Foreign Relations, for 
such an investigation, and that they nad furnished 
Sim with facts which, could they be substantiated, 
•would warrant an investigation. To all statements 
of this sort he steadily replied that if the proof was 
placed in his Hands he would feel it to be 
Ills duty to ask the Senate to take action. He was not 
disposed, however, to do anything that would in- 
jure the reputation of certain, persons connected 
with the treaty. Tne presence here of Joseph War- 
ren Fabens in the character of tne representative of 
the Dominican government has, it appears, added 
fresh suspicious to those already entertained by 
Senators relative to the treaty. Mr. Fabens, it 
seems, nas powers as an envoy not usually con- 
ferred upon ministers and plenipotentiaries ot the 
first class. He informed Mr. Sumner that he had 
mil powers to do just as te pleased.

White Houae—Indian Stoicism Severely 
Tested—An Unexpected Treat. 
The gentle savages under spotted Tail, and the un- 


gentle ones under the sombre Red Cloud, were 
ionored with an interesting social reception at the 
White House this evening. Accompanied by Sec- 
retary Cox and Commissioner Parker, they were 
conveyed to the Executive Mansion, In carriages, 
about half-past seven o'clock, where they were re- 
ceived in right royal style by the corps of gentle- 
manly ushers and bowed into the grand East Boom. 16 


'as quite dusKy at the time and the splendid chan- 


deliers were not lit up with their hundreds of jets of 
flaming light. Spotted Tall and his suite were 
placed at the north side of the room, and close by 
iiem were ranged Red Clond and his twenty follow- 
ers. It seems that though Red Cloud is the biggest 
Mian of the two chieftains, yet Spotted Tail re- 
ceives more honors. He is awarded precedence in all 
the interviews and receptions, because he has mani- 
ested a more friendly disposition towards the pale 
races. This is said to be the etiquette among sav- 
ages, and by advice of General ParKer it has been 
itrictly observed here. Spotted Tail and Red Cloud 
seem to consider tne thing as all right^ or at least no 
murmurs hive been heard from the Ogailalla chier- 
ain and no threats made to scalp Parker or Grant, 
or any other man, in consequence or the violation of 
he respect due from one great potentate to another. 
The only complaiat Red Cloud has made so far is 
hat he had to go see all the big white warriors and 
he Great Father instead of them coming to visit 
him. 
After the savages were arranged in due order 


or a short time some of the servants of the Execu- 
:ive Mansion entered and commenced lighting up 
:he chandeliers. Tne proceedings were too much 
or Indian stoicism. Spite of their efforts to make 
believe'they didn't care a snap for the gas and the 
pretty chandeliers oue could see Red Cloud eyeing 
he operation with a mystified look ana Spotted 
rail gazing with an interest which could not be mis- 
.aken. The inferior warriors almost spoke with 
vender, and that's saying a good deal. When, the 
llnminalion was complete the Indians caught each, 
other betraying unusual interest, and promptly 
retired within themselves. 


Then the distingnished pale faces came upon the 


scene, headed by President Grant and his esteemed 
ady, who were followed by Secretary and Mrs. Fish, 
Secretary and Mrs. Belknap, Secretary and Mrs. Cos, 
•ostmaster and Mrs. Creswell, Secretary and Mrs. 
Boutwell, and Mrs. Attorney General Hoar, that

,he object of captivating the savage hearts. Dele- 
gations from, the Indian Committees of the Senate 
,nd House were also among the pale faces. There 
vere the accomplished and handsome Thayer, of 
Nebraska; tne charming Buckingham, of Connecti- 
cut, and the statesmanlike and lively Corbett, of Ore- 
ion. There were also Representatives Van Uorn, of 
Missouri, and Taife, or Nebraska. Senator Morrill, 
of Maine, was also on hand, and Dawcs, of Massa- 
chusetts, The savages viewca the distinguished ar- 
rivals with the stoical air which only savages atfect. 
They beheld their great father and great mother 
unmoved. They looked upon the representatives of 
empires and kingdoms and principalities without, so 
much as an "ugh." They saw the costly toilets, 
magnificent scalps and splendid costumes appa- 
rently not a whit wonder struck. But in their 
hearts they were, no doubt, thinking ol their 
oinahawlcg and scalpinc knives and what a line 
chance it was to snow their prowess if they dare. 
What a sensation it would have made had they then 
and there uttered a sudden war whoop and pro- 
ceeded to execution direl The very thought makes 
one's blood shiver. 


After the swages were given ample time to study 
'ae whole group of palo faces the interpreter came 
"orth, and alter saying something In the Indian dia- 
ect Spotted Tail advanced respectfully towards 
his Great Father, Grant, ana was introduced both 
o the President aud the lady of the White 
House. The other warriors 
of

went 
through the same 
ceremony 
a 
little 


more 
obsequiously. 
Tnen came 
the turn of 


Red Cloud and his followers. The same scene 
was enacted, and next the Indians shook lianas 
with the Cabinet Ministers and their ladies, the 
diplomats, male aud female, aud all the others pre- 
sent. A little atiempt at conversation followed. 
Thornton essayed English with Red Cloud, but made 
a dead failure; the Ogallalla warrior only looked at 
the representative of British Majesty. Catacazy 
made a venture with Spotted 
Tail in 
both 


French, 
and 
Russian, 
with 
no better' suc- 


cess. 
The 
ladies tried to soften the savage 


bosoms by chattering pretty words in a score 
of languages, but it was all 110 so. This thing 
of talking without mutnal understanding was found 
:o~w7>lK fio_bett»r_wltti savages than with the chil- 
dren of civilization. 


The Great Father saw what was the matter and 


contrived to change the scene before things should 
become dangerous. Leading Mrs. Grant to the front 
he caused a procession to be formed in the following 
order:—First, president and Mrs. Grant; second, 
~..jtted Tall; third. Red Cloud; fOUVfll, Spottgd

The Indian Appropriation Bill—Indian Treaties 


to be Faithfully Carrfed Out. 


The dlscuslon on the Indian Appropriation bill 


nas been materially lengthened in consequence of 
the determination ol both the Appropriation and 
Indian Committees to conform the moneys set apart 
for the purposes of the bill to the treaties with Indian 
tribes. The bill, when it goes from the Senate, will 
recognize all the treaties consummated between th e 
United States and tho Indian nations. The practice 
for several years past has been to appropriate 
money in the aggregate without reference to the 
treaty obligations of the Bovernmeut. The House 
this year has followed the same rule. The chairmen 
of both the Senate committees, Morrill, of Maine, 
and Harlan, say they will stand \>y the Senate 
amendment of the bin.

AMENDING THE BUMS. 
" A proposed amendment to the rules was discussed. 
It provides for the termination ol debate on an amend- 
ment to an appropriation bill by a two-thirds vo_te; 
also that no amendment to an appropriation bill, other 
than such as uirectly relate to the appropriations in a 
bill be received or adopted without a two-thirds vote. 


Mr. TiitrMBOLL, (rep.) ot' HI-, opposed the proposi- 
tion as au attempt to Introduce the rule of previous 
question, which had never yet been resorted to In the 
Senate. 
Mr. HAMLIN, (rep.) of Me., while favoring the full- 


est discussion, was m favor of the amendment, as 
doing away with tiresome and unnecessary debates. 


The subject was discussed without action. 


PAY OF ASSISTANT CENSUS MARSHALS. 


Mr. WILLIAMS' joint resolution lor increasing the 


pay of assistant census marshals was taken up, 
amended and passed. 
As amended it provides that the increase shall not 


exceed fifty per cent of the present compensation, 
nor shall the entire compensation be more than 
eight dollars per day, exclusive of mileage, for the 
time actually employed, additional allowance to be 
made when, by reason of spareeness ot population, 
the compensation allowed by law is not sufficient. 


SMUGGLING ON THE MEXICAN FRONTIER. 


Mr PATTERSON, (rep.) of N. H., called up the bill to 
repeal all existing laws authorizing transportation 
and exportation of goods, wares and merchandise m 
bona to Mexico, overland, or by inland waters, and 
for other purposes. He said the Secretary or the 
Treasury was anxious lor the passage or the bill, as 
It would do away with an immense amount of 
smuggling oa tne Mexican border. 
Mr. CHANDLER, (rep.) of Mich., remarked that the 
saving to be effected by it would amount to six mil- 
lion dollars per annum. 
The bill then passed without debate. 


THE INDIAN APPROPRIATION BILL 
was then proceeded with ana variously amended. 


The amendments reported from tne Committee on 
Indian Aflairs were adopted, appropriating a hun- 
dred thousand dollars for Industrial schools among 
the various Indian tribes, and fifty thousand dollars 
for tne Indian service in Alaska- 
Mr. DAVIS, (dem.)of Ky., from the same commit- 
tee, reported an amendment to authorize the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to execute to the Choctaw 
Indisfns bonds of the United States of the aggregate 
amount of $250,000, of the date of July l, 1866, 
bearing Interest at five per cent per annum from 
said date, being iu execution of treaties between the 
United States and the Choctaw nation, and of a law 
of Congress. 
Mr. BUCKINGHAM moved a further amendment, <U- 
rectms the Secretary of the Treasury to issue to tho 
Choctaws the bouds appropriated to them by an act 
of Congress of March 2,1861, passed to pursuance of 
treaty obligations. 
A general discussion ensues aa to the liability ot 
the government for tho payment 'ol the Interest on 
the bonds during the time for which the-Cnoctaws 
were engaged On the. side of the rebels during the 
rebellion. It was stated that tne treaty 'of-1866 was 
based upon the hypothesis that tne former appro- 
priation was a forfeiture by reason of the fact of the 
rebellion, and was designed to Us. anew the timo 
from which the bonds should date. 
' 


Mr. SHERMAN said the Choctaws, as ft tribe. Joined 


the Confederate States and drove out the loyal por- 
tion of, the tribe, and that this $250,000 had been 
paid to that loval portion 'and charged asamst the 
whole tribe on tho books of the Treasury. 


Mr. lUvis argued that the payment to a few atrag

turn did not constitute a discharge of tbe obligation 
o the tribe itself. 
Mr. BUCKINGHAM'S amendment was finally re- 
ectea—yeas 17, nays 32. 


The amendment of Mr. Davis was also voted 
down—yeas 24, nays 25.

non, tne Senate toot a recess until evening.

BILLS PASSED. 
At half-past seven o'clock the Senate met, and the 


calendar being taken up, the following bills were 
passed:— 


To carry into effect the decrees of the United States 


District Court of Louisiana in the cases of the British 
vessels Valant and Science, the one Dashing Wave 
and cargo, and the schooner Flying Scud aud cargo; 
and of tne District Court or Southern Sew York In 
the case of the English schooner Sibyl aud cargo. 


RESOLUTION POSTPONED. 
The House joint resolution granting the right ol 


way to tne Memphis, El Paso and Pacific Railway 
Company, from El Paso to the Pacific Ocean, was in- 
definitely postponed. 


SETTLEMENT OF QUABTEBHASTERS' CLAIMS. 
The bill for the settlement of claims for quarter- 
masters' and commissary stores furnished to or 
taKen by the United States, withm the States in re- 
bellion, during the late war, came up in order. 


Mr. CHANDLER moved thatit bepassed-over, which 
was lost—yeas 14, nays 32. 


The question recurred on the pending motion to 
recommit the Dill, w'.th instructions to the Commit- 
tee on Claims to provide for the adjudication of 
claims in tue Court of Claims. 
Mr. HOWARD, in opposition to the bill, denied 
there was any obligation in law or morals requiring 
the government to indemnify its citizens wno hap- 
ren to be In tne enemy's country. There might oe 
:xceptional cases, and he would act upon all such 
udividuaiiy: but as a class such persons could have 
no indemnity in law, as they constituted a part of 
the hosule people and were subjeot to all the rules 
of war. To nold the contrary would be to make the 
government pay the expenses of both sides of the 
war. 


Mr. EOBEKTSOK, (ren.) of s. C., insisted upon hav- 
ing a test of the sense of the Senate upon the direct 
question of the bill to determine whether the losses 
of loyal men of the South were ever to be recog- 
nized. 
The motion to recommit was defeated by yeas 12, 
nays 27. 


The question then being on the pending amend- 
ment or fllr. Williams declaring the act to provide 
only for the examination and not to create any obli- 
gation upon the government for the payment of the 
claims. Several Senators objected that the provi- 
sion was superfluous. Mr. WARNER adding that it 
was an insult to ail claimants. 
Mr. WILLIAMS advocated his amendment as a spe- 


iific limitation of the purpose of the bill. Without It 
this legislation would be the first step by Congress 
towards paying for all losses of the rebel States dur- 
ing the war. It was the first step that was fatal in 
that direction, and if the doors of the Treasury were 
now opened to tnem the people of the South would 
bankrupt the government, because experience had 
demonstrated that it was not difficult for any claim- 
ant to establish the kind of legality required by the 
bill. 
Mr. FOWLER, (rer>.) of Tenn., believed the object 


of legislation should be, as lar as possible, to miti- 
gate tne asnerltles of war. He would regard the re- 
fusal of the government to pay the claims of loyal 
men for losses of war, by neglect of the government, 
as the act of a highwayman. When tnose men 
pledged their lalth to the United States it was with 
the- distinct understanding that, the government 
would protect them. The government failed to pro- 
tect them and permitted their homes to be desolated 
and they to be driven out of the country and out- 
raged in every way. When the government came at 
last and beheld their ruin it took their property for 
its own use; and would it now deny compensation ? 
There was no law, human or divine, to warrant the 
government in thus pillaging its own friends. 


Mr. BICE, (rep.) of Ark- hoped the vote on the 


amendment would be a test upon the general ques- 
ion of the liability of government upon the class of 
claims referred to. 
Mr. EDMONDS, (rep.) of Vt., urged that in allowing 
evidence of loyalty to be shown, either by conduct 
or speech, the bills would permit the payment for 
stores taksn from General Lee or any other man en- 
gaged in rebellion against the government. Any 
man who fought the government all day might be 
paid by showing that he talked loyally all night. 


Mr. DRAKE, (rep.) of Md., considered the fatal fea- 
ture of the bill to be a requirement upon the Quar- 
termsster and Commissary General to pass upon a 
claim upon the ex pane statement of tne claimant, 
without any opportunity to the government to be 
heard in the case- 
Mr. NYE argued that the principle of the bill was 


unsound, and would entail upon the government 
enormous liabilities. 
Mr. HOWE, (rep.) of Wis., replied mat the govern- 


ment could not evade the payment of a great debt 
upon the ground that the debt was too great. If needs 
be it should perisn In the eflorts to liquidate Its 
obligations. He advocated the bill at length upon 
the considerations of justice and policy, claiming that 
it merely provided a method for the settlement of the 
claim. 
He deprecated all discriminations as to 
loyalty between citizens of different States. 


Without a vote the Senate, at half-past ten o'clock, 


adjourned.

FUNDING THE PUBLIC DEBT. 
Mr. SCHEXCK, chairman oi the committee of Ways 


and Means, reported the bill to authorize the re- 
"unding ana consolidation of the national debt and 
for other purposes. Recommitted and ordered to be 
printed. 
The bill is as follows:— 
SECTION 1. That tbe Secretary of the Treasury 13 here- 
by authorized to issue, m a Hum or sums not exceed- 
ing in the aggregate 
oue thousand millions of dol. 
tars, coupon or registered bonds of the United States, 
in such form as he may prescribe, aud of denomina- 
tions of fifty dollars, or some multiple of that sum, 
redeemable m coin of the present standard value, at the plea- 
sure of the United States, after thirty years from toe date of 
their issue, and bearing interest payable semi-annnally in 
such coin at the rate of four per centum per annum, which said 
bonds and the Interest thereon shall be exempt from the pay- 
ment of all taxes or"duties of the United States, as well as 
from taxation in any form by or under State, municipal 
or local authority; and the said bonds shall have set forth 
and expressed upon their face the above specified conditions, 
and shall, with their coupons, be made payable at the Trea- 
sury of tbe United States. But nothing in this act or in any 
other law now in force shall be construed to authorize any 
increase wnatever in the bonded debt ot' the United Stales. 


SEC. 2- Thai the Secretary of the Treasurv is hereby autho- 
rized to sell and dispose of any of the bonds issued under this 
act at not less than their par value in coin, and to apply tha 
f 


roceeds to the redemption of any of the bonds of the united 
tates outstanding aud known as live-twenty bonds, at their 
lar value, or be may exchange the same for such five-twenty 
joads par for par; but the bonds hereby authorized shall be 
used for no other purpose whatever. 


SEC. S. That the payment of any of the bonus hereby au- 
thorized after tbe expiration of the said term of thirty years 
shall be made in amounts to be determined from time to time 
by the Secretary of the Treasury at his discretion, and by 
classes, to be distinguished and described by the date and 
numbers beginning for each successive payment with the 
bonds last dated and numbered, of the time of which, tbe In- 
terest payment or redemption, the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall give public notice; and the interest npon tae particular 
bonds selected at any time to be paid snail cease at the ei- 
piration of three months from tbe date of such notice.

cancelled and destroyed, a detailed record ot such bonds so

time direct, to the payment of the public debt as provided 
for in section five of the act aforesaid. 


SEC. 6. That the Secretary of the Treasury 18 hereby 
authorized to receive gold coin of the United States or bul- 
lion on deposit for not less than thirty days, in Bums of not 
less than one hundred dollars, with the Treasurer or any As- 
sistant Treasurer of the United States authorized to receive 
the same, who shall iasue therefor certlOcates of deposit, 
made in such form us the Secretary of the Treasury shall 
prescribe, and said certificates of deposit shall bear interest 
at a rate not exceeding three per centum per annum, and any 
amount of gold coin or bullion so deposited may be with- 
drawn from deposit at any time subsequent to thirty days

tale or tne slaughtered ones is seven; for, in addition 
to Marshall (the father of the family), his wife, his 
sister, aud me tnree children, tue aged motiierof the 
man also fell beneath the savage 2.11 acK. 


The incidents of the dread event, as they have suc- 
cessively come to Iii2;ht, show the extreme leroeity 
with which the inurilercr was actuated; but at pre- 
sent nothing is known for curlalu as to the order in 
which the victims met their fate, though the most 
feasible supposition is that the father was llrst 
deprived of life, and tuat then, there 
ocmg 
no protector leit, one by oue the remainder 
of his household were stricken 
down. 
Tl;e 
cottage in winch Marshall resided is situated at tiiu 
corner of a lane, near tho Oxford road, at some dis- 
tance from any other houses. T n« murder is sup- 
posed to have been commuted on Saturday night, or 
early on Sunday, Marshall having been at woi Jv until 
late on Saturday night, and was, when 10!ii:(J, i;i Ins 
worKlug cloihes. Tlie grandmother was iound mur- 
dered in the same room. iUursnall's head aud face 
were slufalied and cut about in a fearliii m&aiier and 
covered over with sacking. 
His hands were 
scratched iu several places, aud there were marks as 
if he had been drasgea about the prdiind. His head 
laci also beeii beaten in the same manner as those 
or the other victims.

JFen.rful Floods rtnd Droughts. 


Advices from Melbourne, dated as late aa me 29t 


of March, and received by mail from Euiope, give 
accounts of the most distressing 
Inundations 


throughout the settlements of New South Wales and 
Queensland. The inhabitants of those regions de 
clave that the overflow of the rivers and torrents 
and the destruction of life and property exceed any- 
thing ever Known before, even la Australia, the quar- 
ter of terrible floods. In New South V.'ales severa 
of 
the great streams rose more than twen 


i.y 
toot 
above 
their 
usual 
level 
in 
a 


few 
hours, 
and 
swept 
everything 
before 


them, swamping farm lands, hamlets and villages 
and drowning men and cattle wholesale. In tlie 
vicinity of Windsor, for instance— theplace is a smal 
town at the foot of a range of mountains— the entire 
face of the country was mnntUtcd for miles aud 
miljs, and fivory living thing exposed in the plains 
and unable to reach the higher grounds among the 
hills in time perished.-. In Queensland several of the

the region uegan to die off in all directions of hun- 
ger and thirst. The effect of this singular contrast of 
overflow and parching dryness is deplorable. Death, 
sickness and destUuuon are everywhere destroying 
the flocks and herds, and reducing the population so 
terribly that it willjtaKe years for the ravaged dis- 
tricts to regain their former flourishing appearance 
aud substantial wealth. The European correspond- 
ents wno mention this visitation add that a state- 
ment of the losses inflicted would flu column after 
column of print, and that the destruction of flocks 
and herds, and, worse than all, of human life, has 
been enormous.

Heply of Admiral Porter to the Letter of Gov- 


ernor Geary—Causes for the Decline of Ameri- 


can Commerce—How It Can Be Resusci- 


tated-Plaa of Admiral Porter. 


The following Is the reply of Admiral Porter to the

.ppliiinceii for doing this kind of work in a greater 
egree than the English we can make better and 
neaner guns, of approved patterns. The same 
jeneilts wouid accrue to us in shipbuilding irwe 
;ould once start a large establishment on the Dala- 
i-are river, which is the best place in the country to 
onstruct iron snips, coal, iron and timber bemg 
vithiii easy distance, and all the facilities for trans- 
ortatton close at hand. 
Instead of attempting to build great workshops in 
ur navy yards the government could save expense 
nd always rely on the private establisnments or the 
ountrv to build and repair its iron war slims and 
machinery, which could be doae much cheaper iu 
he latter than in the former, aud at the same time 
vould be heipmg the great laboring interests, which 
hould never be allowed to rust for want of employ- 
nent. That grand source of national wealth should 
e developed by every means that can be devised, 
nd thus a large and most important portion 
f our population would be advanced in intelli- 
ence, morality, happiness and comfort. I consider 
a duty that all governments owe to that portion 
'their citizens who are dependent on manual labor 
provide them tne means of employment by wise 


nd liberal legislation. It costs the country nothing, 
ut on the contrary brings a large revenue into the 
'easury. it legislators instead of fostering small 
ical interests would take into consideration the 
ecessity of promoting the welfare of the great me- 
hanlcal interests it would be the best thing for the 
ountry that has happened for some time past, and 
othlng would go eo far towards settling this vexed 
uestlon of commercial Interests and developing the 
esourcea "of our favored land.

The Captain General Is evidenily preparing the 


way for his speedy return to Havana. It is the gen- 
eral Impression that ho was forced from the capital 
by the influence of the volunteers and compelled to 
proceed to the seat of Insurrection iu order to take 
persona; charge of the operations, and this in despite 
or tae fact that he was constantly suffering from an 
old wound m the leg, which often compelled him to 
take to lit'bed. Ingoing he tooKpart of his civil 
sig,<T with him and announced that he should not 
return until the r^b^iou was_ suppress.^. Ql tha 
character of llie op&ations which have b'een carrteS 
on since Ms arrival in Puerto Principe notnlng need 
be said, as it is perfectly familiar to the readers of 
the UEKALD. It is «rjam they have uot been very 
effective, and as the rainy season is" coming oa" 
no-limgcan be done; yet under date or the 25th, 
there is published in t'ae Gazette an official report 
from Puerto Principe announcing that the insurrec- 
tion is morally terminated. It starts otf as follows:— 


I*. IB fullr confirmed that the new chief of tbe insurrection 
h.is ordered the general burninc of all estates, bouses and 
places of resiileace which exist in the coimlrr. The order, 
n-ortby of such a chief, is raliona!. His coiinseiiore, who 
are not of this department, say that haring destroyed tho pro- 
perties in the Omco Villas it is just to follow the same system 
in the Camiguey. Those -.vho, without property, have" beea 
urasged into the insurrection add that on all occasions the 
caains of the poor are destroyed and U is just to apply lire to 
the estates of the rich. 


Certain estates which have been destroyed are 


mentioned, as the Corral de Rajas, Los-Caciques, ojo 
de Aqua, Piedras, El Guayabo, El Coimito, El Es- 
cudo, Hoeno de Cal aud many others. It claims thas 
on this account many of those who in good faith, 
served the cause of Cespedes have abandoned it and, 
notwithstanding all the difficulties In the way, have 
presented themselves to the Iroops. Among these 
are mentioned the Arteagas. Guzmans, Faronas, 
Quesadas, Cespedes, Avangos, iqueros and others, 
all prominent and well Known iamilies.'ltthen gives 
alllst of presentations to the resjective columns, and 
states that all confirm the moral death of tne insur- 
rection. 
Notwithstanding thii the operations in 


pursuit of the chiefs willnotbesackened, but rather 
continued with additional energj. In conclusion, it 
claims that the promise made by the Captain Gen- 
eral when he left the capital ia thus fulfilled, and 
herein is found a base for the iufeicuce that uis re- 
turn will be speedy.

The last linX but one has been added to the chain 


of legislative, administrative and executive depart- 
ments under the new order of things in the govern- 
ment 01 the city and county of New York. In ac- 
cordance with law, the Aldermen elected at the late 
special election assembled at noon yesterday, in the 
chamber of the Board of Alaermen, for the purpose 
of organizing. Just as the last stroke of twelve was 
soundlngjMayor Hall entered the room, struggled 
through 


THE CROWD, 


which filled the chamber in every part, and ascended 
the platform at the President's desk. The crowd 
was a remarkable' one, indeed, and embraced all 
sorts and sizes of New York politicians. Some did 
Dot know enough to remove their hats, and others 
•were puffing strenuously at the worstpossible cigars. 
They filled the lobby and the space behind the Alder- 
men's chairs, and gazed with eyes and mouths wide 
open on the surroundings. 


Mayor Hall, on reaching the desk, rapped with the 


gavel, and comparative order having been obtained, 
said that as Mayor of the city of Xew York he had 
been served by me County Clerk with a copy of the 
certificate of election of the gentlemen chosen to act 


. as Aldermen for the city. He then read the certifi- 


cate, as furnished by County Clerk Loew, and re- 
quested the Aldermen elect wno were present to 
appear before the desk and take 


THE OATH OP OFFICE. 


The Aldermen then arranged themselves In three 


groups, those in each group holding one band on the 
BiDle, except Alderman Hart, who held up his right 
hand ana held his hat in his left hand. The group 
at the right or the chamber comprised Aldermen 
Hart, Irving, Keilly, Coman and Cuddy: at the left or 
the chamber Aldermen Plunkltt, O'Neill, Schlientmg, 
Mitchell and MeKiever, and at the middle of tlie 
chamber, at a short distance back: of the other 
groups, stood Aldermen. Woltrnan, Charlock, Dimoud 
and Welcti. Me theu said:—You each and all of you 
severally swear that yon will support the constitu- 
tion of the United States, the constitution of the 
State of New York, and that you will discharge the 
duties of Alderman or the city ol Sew York to the 
best of your ability. 


THE SCENE 


•was unique and remarkable, ana one the like of 
•which has not occurred in years and may never be 
witnessed again. There was a death-luce stillness 
while the May or pronounced the words or the official 
oath, and then as each member Kissed the Holy Book 
the restraint upon the crowd seemed to become 
loosened by degrees and soon a murmuring of whis- 
pers crept over the assemblage. The Mayor, bavins 
completed his portion or the work, descended from 
the rostrum, when the Clerk, Mr. Shannon, called 
the Board to order and announced that as ClerK of 
the Common Council the duty of calling the Board 
to order devolved upon him and that lie awal te:l the 
pleasure of t!:e Board. The roll was then called and 
all the Aldermen elect, excspt Mr. Jerome, an- 
swered to their names. 


Alderman IRVINU then offered the first resolution, 


providing that for the purpose of organization Al- 
derman Hart be chosen as temporary President. 
The resolution was adopted and Alderman Hart took 
the Presidential seat. 


Alderman BEIIAY then offered a resolution provid- 


ing that Alderman Thomas Coinan be chosen as 
permanent President ol the Board for the year 1S70. 
This resolution was also adopted. 


Alderman WOLTMAN moved that a committee of 


three be appointed to conduct the President to the 
chnir. 


Alderman iRVwa moved as an amendment to 


make the committee two instead of three. The 
amendment was accepted and the motion adopted. 


The CUAIK then appointed Aldermen Woltimm 


and Irving as such committee. They cscortel Mr. 
Vinnaii to the chair in due form, and he having been 
formally received by the temporary President, Al- 
derman Hart, addressed the Board as follows:—

This fact invested the otllce of 
Alderman, In the city, with an importance and dig- 
nity really exceeded by no other onlee within Hie KU'C 
of the people- An euttre and radical change, how- 
ever, has taken place in the character of the office 
of Alderman. >'or the liret time in the history of this 
city—at least since its incorporation under the char- 
ter of IKS—the representative cliaiacter of this 
branch of the city government has been changed, 
Mince that period tlie members of t hu Bonrd of Alder- 
men have been chosen to represent certain political 
subdivisions of this ciiy known as "wards" or "dis- 
tricts," nut by an act of the Legislature of this State, 


charged the duty assigned them and that me Mayor 
had assured them he would communicate to tiie 
Board by his chief clerk m a few minutes. 
Mr. Jolme, chief clerk to the Mayor, entered the 
room and handed to the President a communication 
from tile Mayor.

THE HAEOR'3 iTIESSlGE, 


GENTLEMEN OF THE COMMON COUNCIL:— 


Your accession this day to office completes tr.o 


very thorough and acceptable reorganization of our 
municipal government under recent legislation. 
Details of that reorganization have been so fully dis- 
cussed by the public press that it would prove a 
waste of your time tor the Mayor to make extended 
reference to them. By the legislative plan or reorgan- 
ization the powers of former Common Councils 
have been in various respects limited.

POWERS OP A MINORITY/.

Any three of jour number 
rcay prevent the expenditure of money for celebra- 
tions, processions or entertainments. And any one 
of your number may deny an allowance over and 
aoove the technical legal claim ot a corcorauon 
creditor. 


STKEET OPENINGS. 


The consideration of street openings below Canal 
street has been taKen away irom the Common Coun- 
cil and placed in a Board composed of the Mayor 
Comptroller, Commissioner of 1'ublic Works and'the 
Commissioners of Taxesand Assessments.

FOUK MILLIONS WANTED—TIIE MAYOR'S 


I)t'l)GET. 


The joint Boards of Aldermen and Supervisors met 
yesterday afternoon at half-pa^t lour o'clock, when 
the annual buiiget or the Mayor was received and 
read. Tne Mayor says:— 
It will require $21:2,400 to pay the Instalments of 


the principal of Hie debt fulling due in 1871; tins 
amount is small compared with our indebtedness. 
For the payment o; the interest on the debt not 
otherwise provided for, $945,40-3 is required. 


To pay outstanding certificates falling due in 1871. 
with the interest thereon, which have been issued 
lor various purposes, as set forth In statement No. 3, 
$257,559 48 will have to be provided. 


The amount needed lor general expenses is esti- 
mated at 5734,500, against S725.000 last year. 
For cleaning aud repairing of streets and cross- 


walks, $150,000 is the amount necessary to be raised, 
as estimated by the Board of Water and Sewerage 
Commissioners, who now have the matter under 
their exclusive control. 


For the paunent oi the expenses of the police 


force S512,&os will have to be provided, a reduction 
of nearly $100,(/0u from the amount raised last year. 


The Doarrl of Education have made a requisition 


for $900,069, ia addition to the S90.000 required to 6u 
raised under the provisions of tne law of 1S67 
making the toan amount J9ao,059, nearly $1.000,000 
to lie raised HI the raxes for one single year, an 
cnoi moils increase on former years.

In 1860 (by no means the lowest In point of ex 
pemliuire) the whole amount of money needed for 
all city purposes after deducting the revenue was 
$1,015,19125 on a property valuation of a little 
more than one hundred millions of collars. In 18C3 
we raised SWft.733 after deducting tue revenue, an'. 
now we need $3,812,423 69 on an assessed valuation 
or scarcely double that of the former years. The re- 
verse seems to be tue case with the revenue account, 
for while in 1863 it amounted to $180,000, It is only 
$153,000 the present year. 


An examination will also show that the annual in- 
tere-t on oar debt is almost as large a sum now as 
the whole amount expended but ten years ago for all 
purposes: and while this evil is growiug daily 
another and much greater evil exists in the rapid 
issue of city bonds. The amount of bonds now out- 
standing is more than sixteen times as great as it 
was only ten years ago. 


Could the city be ieit to itself to manage its own 
mamcipal affairs, and be exempt from Albany legis- 
lation and lobbyists, who maKe it their business to 
inflict yearly upon our citizens a batch of laws with 
no other object than their own personal gain, a hope 
for retrenchment migat be entertained; but until 
some reform is had in that direction may we look m 
vain for desired relief, unless the evil by manifest and 
gross outrages works its own core. 
I have appended the original budget of the Board

The city reve- 
nue being $90,000 less aids to makeup uiediirermce- 
Amongtne items of general expenditure which seem 
»o nig to require some consideration, ami to which I 
beg leave to call your attention specially, is the one 
Tor school purnoWa. Well aware as 1 am that this 
department !s on« in the proper maintenance or 
which the people feel a deep interest, aud, In my 
opinion, justly so, I, nevertheless, think iuvestigalion 
should be had to ascertain'if the great increase 
deinaurtjd ou tins item of expenditure is really 
fi?Je"JS2ry for ihe instruction ot the children for 
whose benefit tlie public school system has been 
established". 


THE COST OP EDUCATION. 
During the years 1S61,1SC2 and ises tho average 
attendance of children lu our public schools was 
20,175, and the average annual amount of money ex- 
pended for the schools during those years was 
5148,160, or at the rate of $7 35 for each scholar. We 
are now askud to contribute $990,059 lor a single 
year, for an average attendance of 35 560 children 
or at tne rate of $27 SO per scholar per annum, lam 
told that tins arises from tlie fact t hat a great manv 
new houses are needed; but this can hardly oe con- 
sidered a satisfactory explanation. Take; for in- 
stance, 
the amount paid lor teachers' sala- 
ries. This item should only increase in the same 
ratio as the 
number of scholars: but what 
are the facts? The average cost 'to tlie city 
tl uring tne three years named to defray the expenses 
incurred for teachers' salaries was $3 14 per annum 
for each scholar, exclusive or the State appropria- 
tion. Now $953 aie expended exclusive of State 
appropriation for the sumo purpose. Surely the 
enormous, and in my opinion very extravagant, ex- 
penditure for sciioolhouses cannot be urged in justi- 
ilcaiion for the great pro rata increase m the salary 
account. To further show with how little care this 
subject of salaries is considered, I -would mention 
tnatinlSCS the Hoard of Eaucaiion increased the 
teachers' wages account by a wholesale addition or 
over $50,000 per annum to the already high salaries 
while only eight years before, in I860, the whole 
amount or money raised for teachers' wa<»es was but 
$50,000, exclusive of tbe State appropriation. 


No adequate cause existed in that year for grant- 
ing the increase. The Hoard of Education is com- 
posed of gentlemen of the highest respectability and 
no impure motives can reasonably be imputed to 
them, however strange their conduct in the pre- 
mises may appear. 
The merest tyro in arithmetic, 
however, must, on examination of these ngnres, be- 
come at once convinced that there Is a screw loose 
somewlifre. i am satisfied from facts wlnctt have 
recently come to my knowledge that the finan- 
cial matters of the Board do not receive tnat rigid 
scrutiny which they should in all cases obtain and 
that ia many Instances moneys have been used for 
purposes other than those for which they were ap- 
propriated, and tiie moneys raised ror one year often 
have been used to pay debts incurred during the 
year preceding. 


A LARGE INCREASE. 
In the statement now transmitted to me by the 
Board of Education I lind an increase ol nearly $300 - 
000 over the 
total of 
$707,728 
asked 
for 
the last year. 
I cannot 
believe that this 
great 
increase is necessary, nor become a 
party to it by laying the statement before you un- 
ainended, I find that notwithstanding the special 
provision made by law of$90.uoo a year, to be paid 
for live years for school building purposes, nearly 
$400,000 is asked for the purchase of new sites and 
for building purposes, exclusive of the $90 OXJO set 
apart by law for this purpose. The Finance Comlt- 
tee ot the Board, It is understood, unanimously 
agreed upon and reported a much smaller amount 
as adequate for school purposes than that 
which is now asked for. On tne whole, I believe 
lam consulting the interests of the schools as 
well as of the city at large, in recommending you to 
"RPr°SPatc to tlictr general school fund tho sum of 
»,350,uOO, being the amount voted last year, with ten 
per c,:nt additional to cover tne average annual ad-

Van Eton is a native of Belgium 


and about forty years of age. 
He was notorious

against him for seduction by several women. A -vYO- 
man named Kate Price was particularly active 
among his persecutors. She was ultimately sent by 
his representatives to Blackwell's Island. " 
Ferris appeai-s to have been a victim tcv.some ex- 
tent of tne plotting of Van Eton, If the facts sworn 
to in the following affidavits are to be relied upon-— 


On the Klst of May ther disposed ol a $100 five- 
twenty bond at the onice of Fisk & Hatch reueivm" 
a check on the Fourth National Hank for $113 m 
payment. The check was payable to J. Payson. On 
the 22d instant tne same persons sold two fifty- 
dollar government bonds to the above firm, giving 
the name of William Jiuller and securing m payment 
a check on the Fourth National Bank.

UNITED STATES GOMMiSSIONEftS' COUST. 
Tlie Swiss Extradition Cn«e. 


Before Commissioner White. 


In the Matter of tlie Ajj/pttcatlon for tne Extradi- 


tion of Francois Perez.—The examination Into this 
case was resumed yesterday. The prosecution 
put m a number of documents anfl depositions taken 
in the Canton of Berne, in support of tne charge, 
and then rested their case. 


Mr. Coudert, counsel lor the accused, moved to 


dismiss the application for extradition on tne ground 
that, trader the terms of the treaty, the prisoner 
could not be sent back unless It was made to appear 
that he had committed a crime to be followed by 
some infamous punishment. Counsel contended that 
it was not proved by the papers submitted to 
the Court that any such 
offence 
had 
been 
established against his client; besides, that the laws 
of the United States, in which country the prisoner 
had ueen arrested, requires that he must be proved 
Kuilty before the exammiBg magistrate or some 
crime known to the government of the country of 
which he is then a resident: that the crime of 
forgery was not punishable here as a crime infamous 
in the eye of the law. Counsel further contended 
that it was also necessary that the notes stated^ to 
iiave been forged by ihe accused should be presented 
m conrt so as to enable the magistrate to compare 
tne handwritingof tne alleged forged pacers and the 
copies thereof. In the third nlace counsel contcnflea 
that tne evidence before the Court was Insufficient 
to Jiold the prisoner. 


After exhausting argument on these various points 
the Commissioner ruled with regard to the second 
point—the sufficiency of documents purporting to be 
the genuine copies of the original—that according to 
the decision of Judge Xelson in a recent extradition 
case—that of Henry Helndrtch, charged •with having 
committed forgeries in Cologne, Prussia—it was only 
necessary to produce certified copies of the alleged 
fraudulent documents, and on this point overruled 
the motion of counsel. Counsel then proceeded to 
argue that the facts set forth in the papers were 
qnite insufficient to prove the charge of forgery. 
L'pon this point he further argued tnat should the 
Commissioner decide aeamst him he would probably 
be in a position to produce oral testimony in behalf 
of the accused.

John C. Ham vs. The New Haven Steamboat 


Company.—The plaintiff in this action sues for $000 
and interest from July, 1S66, for the non-delivery of a 
coupe carriage, consigned to the care of the defend- 
ants, which was burned at their New York pier. 
The plaintiff alleges that on the 3d or July, 1806, one 
Gabriel Chevalier delivered to defendants the car- 
riage, with instructions that It should be sent by the 
boat of that morninc. It did not arrive, however, 
by that boat, but by the evening boat. When Che- 
valier first called for it it had not arrived, and when 
Be applied again lie was informed that it had been 
burned. Chevalier then sold his claim to the present 
plaintiff. 


The defendants state that there was no contract 
made with them that the carriage should be shipped 
by tne morning boat. It was sent by the evenings 
boat and delivered on the morning of the 4th July 
purely on the New York pier. Chevalier did not call 
;or it on thai day, and on the morning of the 5th a 
lire occurred on the pier, not by any fault of theirs 
by which tlie carriage, together with other merchan- 
dise, was burned.

Trial of Br. James Carey in Jersey City for 


tbe Manslaughter of His Patient.- 


The trial of Dr. James Carey for the alleged man- 


slaughter or Mrs. Ellen Kehlll on the l«h of Octooer 
last came off in the Court of Quarter Sessions, at Jer- 
sey City, yesterday. 


Mr. Garreison, District Attorney, in opening the 


case, stated that tne prisoner was charged with, 
having used instruments in so nnskilfur-a manner 
on Mrs. Ellen Kehiii, at childbirta, as to cause her 
deatn within an hour and a half afterwards. 


The first witness called was John Eehll!, husband 
of deceased, who deposed:—I have lived in Jersey 
City for eleven years; was (married in October 1S57- 
my wife died on the night of tne 4th or October 
last; she was delivered or a child about ten o'clocK 
that nignt; she commenced to complain about sis 
o'clock; she had been to church that morning; she 
told me to go for Mrs. Morgan, in Steuben street, 
and I did so; when she came I remained for a short 
time, then went for Dr. Carey, who came with me: 
my wife was then In bed: I went Into the kitchen, 
and left her in the dark with Dr. Carey; after a short 
time she called me and said the doctor was sticking 
and killing her; I went in to see wnat was-the mat- 
ter; my wire began to cry out and told me to go for 
the priest; tne doctor replied there was no occasion 
for it; my wife continued to call for-toe priest; when 
the child was born there was a wound under its eye 
from wnich blood flowed; I asked the doc- 
tor how did that 
happen, and ne 
replied 
that it conld not be helped; ne told me to get some 
liquor and give it to my wife; when I offered it she 
said she did not want it; she acted as if she were la 
great agony; we poured the liquor down her throat- 
flften minutes afterwards I made another- glass ol 
hot 
snuff 
at the 
doctor's 
directions, and 
we 
poured 
that 
down also; I 
left 
tne 
room and 
returned ten minutes 
afterwards 
when I found that my wife was very low. and I 
asked the doctor if I should so for tne priest- he 
said there was none required; I went Into the sitting 
room and remained there for half an hour; the doc- 
tor then left, ana in going out wrote on a piece of 
paper, handed it to me and told me to go for the 
priest; I started off, and on my return with the priest 
we met Carey at the corner of Tors and "Warren 
streets; he told me that my wife was dead; I ttiere- 
upou replied. "Carey, yon have killed my wife, and 
if there be any law In the State of New Jersey I'll 
punish yon;" I got home about a quarter past 
twelve; my wife had seven children, and of these 
but two are living. 


The witness was subjected to a severe cross- 
examination, In which he denied vehemently that 
he had struck his wife or kicked ner witum Uf& nine 
mouths previous to her death.

The Duty and Opportunity of Our New 


Ciiy Authorities. 


The new Boards of Aldermen and Assis- 


tant 
Aldermen convened yesterday, 
and 


Mayor Hall himself administered the oath 
to tbo members. In his message, 
sent 


soon after the organization, the Mayor lakes 
occasion to remind the Aldermeu of the 
change in their powers by the new Charter, 
and he strongly urges them to remember that 
it is now easy enough for a determined 
minority in either Board to defeat illegal or 
unjust legislation. 
The Mayor lias not felt 


called upon thus early to recommend any 
special legislation, but he has done even better 
in thus warning the Aldermen that they must 
be a more law-abiding body than they have 
been heretofore. 


The trouble with some men, and sometimes 


•with political parties, is that they have no op- 
portunity to distinguish and make themselves 
popular. This cannot be said, however, of 
the prominent men now in. authority in this 
city. No men ever had a finer opportunity to 
mate themselves both popular at present and 
famous in the future. Nor do they want the 
power and means. If they have the ambi- 
tion, taste, and interests of the city at 
heart they can lay such a solid foundation of 
improvements as will make this great metro- 
polis the pride of the country and admiration 
of the world. It remains with Mayor Hall, W. 
M. Tweed, P. B. Sweeny, R. B. Connolly 
and a few others, who are the controlling men, 
to say what New York shall be in this respect, 
and the people will hold them responsible. 
New York is the third city in the civilized 
world in population and the first in commer- 
cial importance. The time is not far off when 
it will be first in everything. 
It will be the 


metropolis aud centre of the -world. 
This 


fact should be impressed upon the minds- of 
those now controlling the affairs of^the city, 
and they should prepare for its grand destiny, 


Something has been done to that end 


already in our magnificent Para; but in 
many other respects the city is in a rude, un 
finished state. Improvements Iiave not kept 
pace with its growth, wealth, importance and 
the wants of the community. Our river front 
on each side of the island is a disgrace. The 
rude, unsubstantial, ugly and dilapidated con- 
dition of the piers, wharves and slips would be 
discreditable to a small fishing port, and are 
positively disgraceful to this great commercial 
emporium. Then we are entirely behind the 
age in the matter of conveyance for the 
people from one part of the island to the 
other. 
Men and even delicate women are 


compelled to stand jammed up for miles in the 
street 
cars, 
breathing 
the 
bad atmos- 


phere in stuS a narrow 
and 
crowded 


space, and even then it takes two or 
three hours a day by these slow vehicles to 
go from and return to the upper part of the 
city. We need locomotion by steam power, 
and this on an elevated, solid road, built on 
arches and over the streets, for four tracks or 
more, and from one end of the island to the 
other. Such a road, or several of them if needed, 
could be made ornamental to the city, as well 
as giving that convenience for travel which 
our citizens must have. 


Our filthy markets should bo swept away 


and handsome structures in convenient locali- 
ties erected in their places. Wide avenues 
should be cut through to relieve the pressure 
of carts, trucks, carriages and other vehicles 
in the lower parts of the city. Instead of the 
wretched pavements we have now in most of 
the streets, tearing horses and vehicles to 
pieces and shaking the life out of people, we 
ought to have smooth and enduring ones. 
Instead of trying all sorts of experiments with 
pavements that have no mechanical or scientific 
principle in them, and that only keep tearing 
up the streets for the benefit of speculators 
and at enormous cost to the city treasury, there 
should be a general system of paving, and the 
best known, all of which can be determined 
by men of science and actual experience. 
VYe ought to have, too, in addition to the 
steam railroads spoken of, lines of convenient 
and handsome steamboats plying at all hours 
of the day along the shores of the North and 
East rivers, and landing passengers at different 
points. 
There ought to be also such a 


thorough system of drainage as would keep 
New York constantly clean and healthy. 
Nature has done everything to this end; for 
the city is on a narrow tongue of land, with a 
slope to the rivers on each side. All that is 
wanted is resolution, science and means to 
accomplish this most desirable object 
These 


can easily be found if our city authorities will 
turn their attention to the matter. 
There are 


other improvements that can be made and 
some that time will develop the necessity of; 
but in these mentioned there is a broad field 
for our new city rulers to work upon. As the 
old saying goes, "a new broom sweeps clean," 
and the city authorities have both promised 
well and begun very well; but we want some- 
thing more than music in. a few squares or in 
the Park a few nights in the week. We want 
grand, substantial and beautiful improvements 
that will make New York the pride of its 
citizens and the admiration of the world. 


Allairs in Mexico. 


The news we publish this morning from 


Mexico tells the old story of waning and 
increasing revolutionary movements in va- 
rious parts of the republic, although, on 
the whole, the tide of pronunciamentoes 
was comparatively low. However, to make 
good the saying that Mexico is never out 
of trouble, earthquakes and volcanic erup- 
tions were in vogue, the former destroying a 
large part of the city of Oaxaca and causing 
heavy loss to life and property. 
In addition 


to these misfortunes the citizens of Guatemala 
had invaded Mexican territory, taken posses- 
sion of the government lands, established courts 
and promulgated laws. The object of this 
movement was supposed to fee the establish- 
ment of a new republic composed of the 
Mexican States of Yucatan, Tehuantepec and 
Oaxaca, and of the republic of Guatemala. 
It 


is generally so unsafe to 'predict anything 
about Mexico, excepting continued anarchy, 
that we shall not venture an opinion regard- 
ing this singular invasion. Of course Juarez 
was preparing to punish the invaders. The 
Mexican army had been increased to twenty- 
five thousand men, for the support of whom 
one half of the total reserves of the country 
willbe required. At the same time the Treasury 
was bankrupt, the announcement of which 
appropriately ends this last batch of news 
from the sister republic. 


Cougress—Claims of Southern 
IjoynU^s— 


Passage of tho Revenue Bill. 


There were several matters of importance 


transacted in the Senate yesterday, without 
auy unnecessary debate. Mr. Stewart intro- 
duced a bill to prohibit contracts for Coolie 
labor, which was referred ; and the bill to pre- 
sent the exportation or transportation of goods 
in bond to Mexico was passed. 
The Indian 


Appropriation bill was then proceeded with, 
and variously amended. In the evening ses- 
sion the Indian subject was dropped, and tlio 
bill for settling the claims of loyal people in 
the South for stores furnished during the war 
was taken up. 
A debate of some length en- 


sued on it, l^ufc the Senate adjourned without 
taking any final action. 


la the House, among the regular Monday 


bills, Mr. Prosser, of Tennessee, introduced 
one to authorize the President to submit propo- 
sitions to Spain for a settlement of tho Cuban 
difficulty by arbitration. 
General Banks came 


forward at last with his Cuban resolution, and 
asked that two days of next week be granted 
for the consideration of the Cuban reports. 
This was churlishly refused by the House, and 
only one day (Tuesday next) was granted.

Ways and Means, reported » bill to autho- 
rize the funding and consolidation of the 
national debt, which is noteworthy mainly for 
the fact that no provision is made in it for the 
issue of more national bank notes.

tariff attachment and income tax reduction.

Punishment Abolished 
in Holland. 


The Dutch Chambers have abolished the 


penally of death by a majority of eighteen 
votes in the Upper House—Ine record. Jjand- 
ing 48 yeas to 30 nays. 
The 
struggle 


that preceded this decision was, however, 
long and determined, as it had been previously 
in the Belgium Legislature. The great speech 
' of the debate was made by Mynheer Heems- 
kerk, who vehemently and eloquently opposed 
the abrogation, basing his dissent upon the 
antiquity of the punishment, the danger likely 
to result to society from abolishing it and the 
principle of rightful self-defence on which 
communities of men have hitherto based the 
infliction of the death penalty. But his reason- 
ing and eloquence—his good sense, we may 
add—were displayed in vain. 
A sentimental- 


ism, perhaps mistaken, as the consequences 
may show, overbore tho experience of ages 
and the votes of both Catholics and Protestants 
of the old orthodox schools, who alike claimed 
the necessity of the scaffold to restrain the 
godless and ferocious passions of the time. 


The result that has ensued was, however, 


so well known beforehand that the supporters 
of capital punishment confined their efforts to 
attempting to maintain it for regicide, parri- 
cide, assassination and poisoning. Several of 
tfie Liberals went so far as to claim the aboli- 
tion of the penalty for the army and navy 
only, but all amendments were rejected, and 
execution for murder is, literally, "played 
out" in Holland. 


It may be that, under a different clime and 


different circumstances, it is a safe experiment 
to relieve our human tigers of the fear of axe 
and rope; and Germany, too, would seem to 
think so; for the new Prussian criminal code 
proposes the abolition of the deatb penally 
excepting for clear cases of assassination; but 
we are still very doubtful indeed whether such 
a change on this sida of the Atlantic could be 
tried with safety for a week. The beer and 
light wines of Northern Germany and the Low 
Countries, operating upon phlegmatic constitu- 
tions, have no such effects as the fiery fluids 
consumed in such quantities by our quick, 
nervous and excitable populace produce; and 
it is more than probable that within thirty 
days after the abolition of capital punishment 
in this country, were so rash a measure 
attempted, there would bo a universal outcry 
to restore it.

Storms, Floods ami Wrought*—KeninrkaMe 


' Meteorological EvcutB. 


With the details of the heaviest rains and 


most destructive floods, iu March last, ever 
experienced in Australia since the occupation 
of that continental island by the Anglo-Saxon, 
we have the news of a five days' storm of 
snow, hail and rain last \veek in the Rocky 
Mountain Territory of Montana, and various 
reports of drought and its disastrous conse- 
quences of blighted crops and burning forests, 
from Maine westward to the Winnipeg basin, 
including Northern New York and nearly t!ie 
whole of the New Dominion. Several weeks 
ago we had reports of an alarming drought 
throughout the State of California, and thence 
extending northward into Oregon; but subse- 
quently the apprehensions of a general disas- 
ter to the suffering farmers were materially 
lightened by refreshing rains. 
Meantime, 


from the latitude of New York city southward, 
we liave no complaints of drought from the in- 
terior or the seaboard, except from Long 
Island, where the farmers are complaining of 
short supplies of rain, and where heavy losses 
from fires in the woods hare resulted from au 
unusually dry season. 


Since the advent of spring, too, the volcanic 


regions ot Mexico and Central America have 
been in a high state of combustion, and earth- 
quakes from time to time have turned into the 
streets, at a moment's warning, the whole 
population of San Francisco. 
Down in Texas 


they appear to have had a mixture of dry 
weather, hail storms and water spouts ; while 
in several of oar Northwestern States, from 
Illinois to Minnesota, they have had already a 
number of very respectable tornadoes. What 
conclusions can we reach from all these things 1 
faking the late destructive floods in Australia 
in connection with the recenUerriGc 
and inundation at Buenos Ayrels, it would 
pear that while unusually heavy storms (au- 
tumnal) have swept around the globe on the 
south side of the equator, the season (spring] 
on the north side, with some exceptiona 
storms, has been comparatively dry. From 
this we may conclude that when one half o: 
the earth suffers from an excess of rain, the 
other half suffers from a deficiency, the gene- 
ral evaporation from the sea. by the sun being 
from year to year the same. 


But why these great fluctuations in 


locality between excessive drought and exces 
sive rains in any one season as compared with 
another"? Various causes operate to produci 
these local dTaerencesT" file general cause; 
operating upon the rain fall o| different conn 
tries are the movements of the globe ~on U 
axis and in its orbit, the prevailing currents of 
the atmosphere and the great currents of the 
ocean, warm and cold, the configuration of the 
continents and the 
island groups of' the 


several oceans, the moon and its changing 
phases, the movements of the tides as affected 
thereby, the great mountain ranges of the con- 
tinents and islands, and the great deserts of 
Asia, Africa and America ; for these rainless

•*l.,~-'- 
deserts play a very conspicuous part m water- 
ing the fruitful portions of the earth. The 
great 
rainy zone, extending some fifteen 


degrees or more each side, is that of the 
equator, because around the line of the 
equator the evaporation from the sea is the 
greatest. 
Mountain ranges and forests are 


the condensers of Uiis vapor, and the deserts, 
iu creating a vacuum with their heated and 
rarified air, draw towards them the denser air 
with its moisture from the sea, to be dis- 
charged among the woods, plains and moun- 
tains on the way. 


The most important local causes affecting 


the rain fall in any quarter are the prevailing 
winds and the ocean currents; and if for the 
last month or two the prevailing winds from 
the latitude of this 
city northward, into 


Canada have been carrying their moisture 
from, the Atlantic to be discharged among the 
pine forests of the tablelands and lakes of 
Minnesota, where the Mississippi has its 
sources, and a thousand miles westward of 
Minnesota, among the Rocky Mountains in 
Montana, where the Missouri has its sources, 
we may reasonably expect very Boon a reac- 
tion which will water all the intervening coun- 
try to the Atlantic. We think that the pre- 
vailing heat in this quarter of the last week or 
so has been making a vacuum which will 
bring the rain. A heated term, in proportion 
to its heat, always does. The heaviest or 
most terrific storms always follcjr the intenseat 
heals. In the science of meteorology com- 
paratively little progress in this Sge of pro- 
gress has been made, because of the difficulty 
of noting the movements and laws of storms. 
Now, with the aid of the telegraph, scientific 
men ought to be able to tell us all about the 
weather that it is necessary to know. We 
believe, too, that in the course of a few years, 
with some aid from the government, such a 
system of weather telegraphic reports might 
be established as would result in the saving of 
millions of property by land and sea from 
tureatened losses from storms and floods and 
droughts. 


SUNDAY RUM.—If we may judge by the 


amount of slashing and cutting done on Sun- 
day, there is some appearance that a large 
section of the population of the city will be 
reduced to hash before the Excise Commis- 
sioners make up their mind to stop all these 
disorders by enforcing the law that limits the 
Saturday night orgies. As things stand now 
the law against selling liquor on Sunday is 
rather worse than a dead letter; for while it is 
not enforced according to its provisions, it has 
a certain effect in stimulating riotous indul- 
gence. The rounders and bummers, perhaps, 
feel that the law may be at any time enforced, 
and so they will go it vigorously and have a 
good time while they are free to. This is 
always the 
effect of relaxing accustomed 


restraint. 
Have the Excise Commissioners 


taken the responsibility not to act under the 
law as it stands "i If ik is a good law they 
ought to enforce it, and if it is a bad law they 
ought to enforce it, as the surest means of 
securing its repeal. But they ought not to have 
the city turned into a slaughtering place every 
Sunday by their delinquency.

Cable despatches which we print this moru- 


ng inform us that Constantinople is on fire. 
t appears that the fire, which broke out in an 
Id building iu Pera—a suburb of the city— 
as bean most destructive. A high wind which 
•as blowing at the tuns fanned and spread 
he flames. The result has been that the resi- 
ences of tho foreign ambassadors, the con- 
ulates, many churches and mosques, end 
omo of tho finest buildings in the city have 
een destroyed. 
It appears also that there 


as been considerable loss of life. 
Fire in 


uch circumslauces is always a calamity. It 
reates 
temporary suffering. 
But 
great 


alamities to nations and cities, as to indi- 
viduals, have their advantages—they are not 
infrequently blessings in disguise. Constanti- 
jople, occupying one of the finest positions— 
perhaps the finest position in the world—is 
still a miserable Eastern city. 
Like Cairo 


and Bagdad and Damascus aud the old part of 
Alexandria, it seems to have been built for the 
special purpose of keeping out both sun and air 
from the dwellings. 
To persons' accustomed 


to the better cities of Europe and America it 
seems a streetless city. Since the Sultan 
made his recent European tour he has been 
doing his best to make improvements. If this 
fire only continues long enough and docs Us 
work effectively enough Constantinople may 
arise from its ashes one of tho proudest cities 
of Europe. Nothing is so much required to 
give new life 
to the Turkish empire as 


European capital. 
A Paris on the Bosphorus 


would attract the wealth of all nations. This 
fire may be found to have come in good time. 
The Viceroy of Egypt is remodelling Cairo. 
This simple fact gives importance to the Sul- 
tan's opportunity. 


Our telegrams from Constantinople, datec 


yesterday evening, represent the fire as stil 
raging fiercely. The flames had been isolated, 
however, by the blowing up of buildings, aw 
could not extend further. The archives and 
plate of the British Legation were saved.

The 
Health Department was appealed to by nu- 
merous residents in the vicinity of the medical 
college, who complained that an intolerable 
o35r pervaded (,he neighb^prliooii^ dangerous to 
health and of course destructive of all com- 
fort. 
When a sanitary officer visited the 


premises be was assured that the nuisance did 
not arise from that quarter, but when he" in- 
sisted upon, making an examination the hor- 
rible result, as above slated was found. 


Chicago medical colleges and medical stu- 


dents possibly may not be worse than those 
in other cities, although this fact tells hard 
against them, 
aud presents 
a case of 


gross outrage upon public health without 
a parallel in this country. Apart from the 
shocking indecency of treating human remains 
in this way, after they had been used for pur- 
poses of science, iu a sanitary point of view 
the disposition made of them by the students 
of this Chicago college was atrocious. It is 
only another evidence, however-—and we say 
it with regret—that there is great carelessness 
noticeable in this particular in many of our 
medical colleges, from which an intelligent 
consideration for the public health should be 
supposed to come. The exposure of human 
remains in public places is not an uncommon 
complaint with the police. The transportation 
of the same from dissecting rooms to distant 
points by railway and steamboat, packed in 
boxes and barrels, is an occurrence of which 
we frequently hear. This is a practice which 
should be put a stop to. The disposition of 
these human debris tn Chicago suggests one of 
the various but dangerous and most disgust- 
ing ways of getting rid of them. The viola- 
tion of law in robbing graveyards of the dead 
has long been winked at, because it was done 
in the interest of medical science, and there- 
fore in the interest of humanity. The rule 
which permits the unclaimed dead in public 
hospitals and in the Morgue to be delivered to 
the medical colleges and schools cannot be ob- 
jected to; but the public have a right to de- 
mand that when the bodies are used for the 
legitimate purposes 
designed the remains 


shall be so disposed of as not to endanger 
public health or shock public decency. If the 
discovery of this Chicago outrage shall have 
the effect of correcting the prevailing evil in 
this respect it may be regarded as a public 
benefit. 


WALL STEEST AND THE NEW 
FUNDING 


Biix.—A few months ago Wall street went 
into spasms of excitement over the Senate 
Funding bill, which proposed a new loan at an 
average of four and a half per cent, and which 
was generally denounced as injurious to the 
business interests of the country. 
Now, how- 


ever, that a new bill, proposing only four per 
cent, is introduced, Wall street is indifferent. 
The secret of the change is that the national 
banks in the first bill were compelled to take 
the new bonds. Hence they manufactured 
public opinion against it and wheedled Wall 
street into hostility to it. There is no com- 
pulsion in the new bill. 
Hence it is "all 


right." 


JUMPING THE CABLKS.—Our cable news to- 


day comes by a route that illustrates the ad- 
vantage of different wires. Both the English 
and the French cables touch the island of St. 
Pierre, on the southern coast of Newfoundland, 
and it happens just at present that on the Eng- 
lish line communication is broken between 
London and St. Pierre, while on the French 
line it is broken between St. Pierre and the 
United States.

tern Union lines to the various cities and towns in 
the United States and Canada?. "Notwithstanding 
this unusual route, there is no apparent delay in 
the transmission of messages. The wormng of the 
lines in this way demonstrates the wisdom and prac- 
tical value of the joint-purse arrangement made by 
the English and French cable companies some time 
since. 


In the absence of some such arrangement America 


would not be In telegraphic communication with 
Europe to-day, because the lines or both companies 
are disordered. The English line is crippled from 
Valentia east, and the French line from St. Pierre 
west; but by jumping from one cable to the otner, 
as it were. In mid ocean, complete telegraphic com- 
munication is restored.

The 
country is level; clear, fresh water is found ten feet 
beneath the surface, and the drainage faculties are 
excellent, owing to the natural condition of the sur- 
face, there being a descent of Clteen feet to the mile. 
Water power for manufacturing purposes is, it is 
claimed, superior, as there are several streams 
wticii can be utilized at comparatively small 
expense.
